S aw e d lu m b e r is brought from the mill on a wide conveyor, as 
sh o w n above, and sorted according to grade and size. W ork m e n stand 
at each side of the ever -m oving stream of freshly sa w ed boards, pull­ 
ing: them off the co nvey or and piling them on the carts which are 
used to m a k e the haul out to the yards where th e lum ber is stacked. 
Each of the fifteen men employed at this work is re sponsible for c e r ­ 
tain typs of boards, and m u s t cot th e m oft th e con veyor before they 
have passed his post. 


Logs Jammed at Edge of Pond 


Jams occur on their banks and m u st be broken up so that the log? 
can be floated to the mill. 
A bove is a typical ja m on on e side ot 
a pond, wher e several logs have becom e locked toge th er and hold 
back the whole mass. 
Tho man w ho is to free th*' logs must know­ 
how to use his cant hook to best advantage, and m u s t also be able 
to move sw iftly upon the shifting logs.
